A. J. S. Mortey wrote the council 
that he had received e notice to tear 
his stable down, and that whll* he 
owned a modest structure he did not 
think his dwelling could be claaaed as 
a stable. That la all he owns and 
should he receive further publicity 
about It be will "take steps" He b
